Thanks for all the good suggestions I recieved! 


I think I may have found a product that will work. I went to a sign 
shop where they make neon signs. They use some high ac voltages to 
excite the neon lights and so they need various types of high voltage 
wire. I settled on a wire made by a company called "Paige". The wire 
was 14 AWG (like the original Desk) and is rated at 15,000 volts max. 
It is black and fairly flexible. The dispenser box said "Tuf-hide 
noodleflex, GTO-15 14 AWG 105C BLK" The Pige parti# is 981298. 


They also had a gray sleeve that could be installed over the wire that 
he called "corona gaurd" or something like that. It is apparently used 
where the wiring is in tight quarters or when there is a problem with 
leakage. 


Hope this helps. I am anxious to try it.
